The instant application for patent term 
adjustment was timely filed with payment of the Issue fee 
Applicants dispute the number of days reduced for the filing of 
their response to the Notice to File Missinq Parts / Plication 
mailed January 31, 2002. Applicants state that thJ was 
filed via Express Mail deposited May 31, 2002 In/ 
thereof, applicants submit a copy of their itemize 
return postcard. Thus, applicants contend that tl 
reduction for this delay should be 31 days, not 4/ 

Applicants state that the patent issuinq from th/ 
subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

Applicants arqument is well-taken. A review of/
